On board the vessel there was nothing to indicate that 
she had not just completed a quick and successful voy- 
age except the worn, exhausted appearance of her 
officers and crew, especially Capt. Murray, who had 
had but little rest during the long voyage. 

“Our voyage was the longest and roughest the Alas- 


‘ka has ever had,” he said to areporter,“yet beyond 


the lost ruddcr the vessel is not damaged. She he- 
haved nobly during the many storms she encountered. 
The first four days after leaving Queenstown we en- 
countered ordinary winter weather and made splen- 
did time. On the morning of Jan. 28 the wind fresh- 
ened, and toward the aflernoon had increased to & 
perfect hurricane. Wo were tossed and pitched vio 

lently by the heavy seas, and the passengers suftere4 
much. It was bitterly cold, and as the huge waves 
rolled about, occasionally dashing &imost as high as 
the masthead, the water froze wherever it fell. From 


' that day until Sunday, Feb. 1, the storm continued, 


sometimes increasing in fury, then again moderating 
a little, but always flerce enough tokeep us rolling 
about and preventing the ship from making more than 
half her usual speed. 

“Three of the crew were thrown down by a big wave, 


: and one of them, Robert Gordon, had bis thumb badly 


injured. The others were not hurt. The passengers 
remained below all the time, none of them daring to 
come on deck, 

“When we discovered the loss of our rudder the 
weather was quite moderate. Soon after, a fierce 
northwest gale sprang-up accompanied by a terrific 
sea, catching us pertectly helpless. We tried many 
ways to steer, but had nothing on board heavy enough 
to take the place of the rudder. We were able to keep 
the vessel head on to the sea for a time, but she soon 
fell offand settledin the trough of the sea, pitcbing 
violently. The passengers were badly frightened and 
frightfully sick. We calmed their fears as well as we 
could and continued our efforts to keep the sbip 
steady, 

“When on Wednesday last, at about 8 o’clock, we 
saw the lights of the Lake Winnipeg there was much 
joy on board, and when she came up and answered 
our signals our happiness was complete. Next morn- 
ing we took her in tow, and beyond two stops on ac- 
count of bad weather and one to repair the broken 
starboard cabie, all went well, After the cable broke

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A HUSBAND'S D'S VEN GEANCE. 


Slaying the Destroyer of His His Home--“‘Now See Me 
Kill Him.” 


[Subject of Mus Mlustration. ] 

A tragic murder occurred at Coleman, Texas, Feb. 
9, at the ranch of A. J. Nathans, ten miles north of 
Coleman. At about dark a stranger rode up and, with- 
out dismounting, approached the door and asked a 
woman to tell Dudley Henderson to come out, as he 
wanted to see him. As Henderson appeared in tle 
yard the stranger covered him with his revolver and 
said to several bystanders: ‘‘Now see me kill him.” 
Before any one could move he sent a bullet through 
Henderson’s heart. After Henderson had fallen the 
stranger fired four more bullets into his body, any one 
of which would bave proved fatal. Bidding Mr. Na- 
thans good evening, the stranger rode away. Hen- 
derson was a handsome young felloW, who, it is now 
learned, had sought this secluded spot to hide away 
from an infuriated and wronged husband, who is a 
wealthy stockman residing some fifty miles from 
Coleman. This man’s wife aud Henderson had been 
schoolmates in Georgia, and when she married the 
Texan Henderson followed her to this State about a 
yearago. By an accident the husband discovered the 
wife’s unfaithfulness. He sent her back to Georgia 
and began a search for Henderson, which ended as 
above stated. Henderson and the unfaithful wife 
belonged to highly respectable families. The sheriff 
is in pursuit of the murderer.

TEXAS! WOMAN DESPERADO. 


A Dead Shot With a Revolver and Very Fond of a 
Fight. 


Maud Raynor, the woman desperado, 1s in jail in 
Abilene, Tex., tor assault. She is wanted in a dozen 
places, and had several complaints against her heitore 
the one on whicb she is now held waslodged. She 
lived there quietly until a woman who wasjealous of 
her revealed her identity to the police.- Assoon as she 
found that she was an object ot suspicion she attacked 
her eremy with aclub, and almost beat her brains 
out. Maud Raynor has been a notorious character 
in Texas, Indiau Territory and Kansas for several 
years. She gained the title of woman desperado by 
reason of her recklessness of human life and her fond- 
ness for fights. She goes armed to the teeth, shoots 
with unerring aim, and is quite as much at bome with 
a bowie-knife or club as with a revolver. Sbe has 
managed to escape arrest hitherto by reason of the 
fact that all manner of stories concerning her bave 
been in circulation, and her actual appearance is very 
diferent from the idea which the people generally 
have formed of her. She. is of compact frame and 
about medium height, with a gracetul carriage. Her 
features are small, her eves steel-gray,and her hair 
lovg and abundant. In Jail she was raving because 
her keepers had taken away her pistols and knives. 

‘I suppose I’ll never see them again,” she said. 
“When you get into one of these calabashes they al- 
ways help themselvesto what you've got, and whether 
you’re sent up or not they keep all that they steal. 
I’! bet I’ve furnished half the sheriffs in Texas and 
Kansas with good weapons in the last five years. 
They don’t get money enough together at one time to 
buy such things, but they know just enough to pinch 
them when they vet a chance. I played it on a de- 
tective up here in the Pan-handle once. He had been 
following me for about a month, and finally, when he 
got me, he took two guns and three knives away from 
me. I saw his eyes bung out as he looked at them, 
and I says to him: 

* *You’ll be well heeled now, won't you?’ 

‘He pretended that he didn’t care anything about 
the weapons, and showed me some of bis old fire- 
eracker pistcls, and wanted me to admire them. | 
told him one of my guns was worth a bagful af his, 
and after gettizg him a little excited 1 grabbed one of 
my weapons to show it to him. I pointed out sev- 
¢ral of the good points, and then turning iton hin I 
said: 

“*f want io see your heels right lively now.’ 

“He thought I was fooling for a second, but when 
the pistol clicked he knew it was business. Then he 
backed off, and wanted to trace with me. I had his 
guns and mine, too, but Itold him I wasn’t trading. 
Just to hurry him up a little I sent a ballet mighty 
close to his ear, and a moment later as he was edging 
oft 1 put another one near enough to his other ear to 
singe his bair. Such running you never saw. I 
watched him out of sight. Then I wok his guns and 
threw them in the river. I wouldn’t have been found 
dead with them on me.” 

Maud Raynor went through Indian Territory once 
with about a regiment ot Indiansand white mén on 
her trail. She had been up on a ranch on the Arkan- 
sas river, where a great many desperate characters 
were congregated, and in a shooting affray in which 
she took a prominent part the bartender was killed. 
Every man swore that the woman was the guilty party, 
and she recklessly admitted it, though it is probable 
that she was not the real offender. Some friends of the 
murderea man came along just then end organized to 
lynch her. Getting wivd of the programme, she stole 
ahorseand set out for Kansas, the men following. 
Several Indians joined the pursuing party at various 
places, until finally there were about one bundred 
men on their trail. She managed to elude them for 
several days, and coming finally upon a band of chiy- 
alrous cowboys, she made them believe she was a per- 
secuted innocent. Her new found friends promptly 
agrced to defend her against all comers, and when her 
pursuers came in sight they were met by a vulley 
which brought them to a stand. In the course of 
three or four days they concluded to abandon the 
search. 

The exploit of which she is proudest occurred a year 
or more ago in Indian Territory. She bad bcen up 1n 
Kansas on the war-path, and making her way back to 
Texas had fallen in with a reugh crowd of plainsmen. 
One of these was a man named Dutton, whom she had 
known many years before. [nthe course uf au even- 
ing passed at aranch on the catile trail she had a quur- 
rol with this fellow, and atter some harsh words he 
rushed at her with aknife. She was too quick for 
him. He had hardly got within striking distance be- 
fore she put a bullet through his heart. As he jumped 
in the air and fell back Cead his comrades made a rush 
at the woman, and would bave finished ber then and 
there ifone of the men had not taken her part ina 
mild sort of way. As they stopped to parley she 
made this proposition : 

“T’ll fight the whole pack of you, one atatime. I 
killed that man, and I’m glad of it. I ought to have 
done it years ago.”’ 

One man went out with her, and the two stepped oft 
twenty paces, turned and fired. The man gota bullet 
in his shoulder, and waated to quit. The woman was 
unhurt. Standing there resolutely she called on the 
otbers tor a victim. But no one stirred. Then she 
taunted them, and finally, when she found they were 
not disposed to annoy her further, she said : 

“Now Iam going to Texas, and I want an escort. 
How many of you are going with me?” 

They all agreed to go but two, and to those two she 


| addressed herself, saying: 


**You’re just the ones that I want to go with me, and 
you vé got to go, too.” 

The oihers rather enjoyed the sport. She never 
took her pistols off them fora mu.nute. They got her 
hurse out of the corral, mounted their own, and at her 
command rode on in tront of her. When she had 
driven them ten or fifteen miles, she mace them turn 
back, while she rode on toward the south. 

Unless the woman is convicted for the assault com- 
mitiei by her the other day, it is not believed that she 
will be panished i for any of her other offenses.

The Horrible Variety | of Combat Intro- 
duced by Chinamen toa Pitts- 
burg Audience. 





[Subject of Tilustration.1 

An évent unprecedented in the annals of. American 
sport occurred recently in one of the roomiest Chinese 
laundries ot Pittsburg. It wasa prize fight of tne most 
singular character between Ab Moy Loy, recently of 
Canton, China, and Wun Lee, of Pekin, for $100 a side 
and the championsbip of the Six Cox_panies in the 
United States 

The principals are trained athletes and professional 
leaders of rival tactions of the “Highbinders,” the 
secret Chinese association which visits summary venge- 
ance upon any cooliein this country mad enough to vio- 
fate any of the cast-iron regulations made by the Celes- 
tial monopolists for the control of the various enter- 
prises which they conduct bere with the labur of their 


The fight was under the rules ot the old Pekin prize 
riog. which are briefand tothe point. As translated 
to the writer they are as follows. 

ROLE 1—Toe fizhters must strip naked with the cx- 
ception of a treech clout. 

RcLE2—No fighier shall grease his body. 

Roce 3—It shall be untair fora fighter to use more 
than one hand tn delivering the blow of his queue, and 
so each shall bave a hand securely tied, the choice of 
hands to be determined by chance. 

RULE 4—No fighter shall have more than a doudle 
strand of knotted wire woven into his queue, and the 
spur upon the foot to be selected by chance stall in no 
case be more than one inch ig length. 

RULE 5—The duration of each ruund shall be de- 
termined by the nature of the blows delivered. A 
stroke of the queue drawing biood from above the cye, 
or which shall sjit an ear, shal] close a round. Nose 
slashes not to count. 

RULE 6—A fighter who uses his spur, except after a 
fall, when both are on the ground, shall be guilty of a 
foul, and deemed a fair loser of the battle. 

RULE 7—Each battle shall consist of as many rounds 
as shall be determined by the principals when the 
money to be tought for ts depusited. 

RULE 8—The seconds, umpires and referee shall be 
ecnosen un the night of the battle, each principal to 
have his own seconds and umpire, and the umpires to 
select a referee. | 

About 10 o’clock a fat and rosy Chinaman climbed 
upon the plattorm and announced that the gladiators 
were about ready to bezin work. A moment after tire 
Canton tavorite, Ab Moy Loy, forced a passaze 
through the crowd ani took a place near the master 
ot ceremonies. He chattered something in choi: - 
Chinese, and three ot hiscountrymen sprang to bis 
side on.the stage. Tuey were his umpire and second:3. 
They pointed proudly to the muscles, which stood out 
allover bim hke whip-cords, and the crowd checrel 
lustity. He was at once made the favorite at $1.59 to 
80 cents, 

While the cheers from tbe Canton contingent were 
yet ringing in among the bunks in the rear o: the 
basement, Wun Lee was observed throuzh the smoxe 
to be making his way to the baitle-ground. De wasa 
model physically, and when he bounded upon the 
platform, closely followed by his attendants and um- 
pire, there was an immediate change in popular senti- 
ment, the betting at once veering around to 57 cenis 
against an even half-dollar in bis favor. 

The master of ceremonies announced that the fight 
would consist of four rounds, if either of the comhat- 
ants was not sooner kuocked out. He tossed a penny 
then for cboice of hands and feet. Ah Moy Loy woa 
the first toss and elected to use his right hand, Lee 
being obliged to depend on bis left, but be more than 
made up for this disadvantaye,a-ccording to the experts, 
by his victory in the matter of spurs which chance de- 
ci:led he should have bound on his right large toe, Loy 
being compelled te use his left foot. 

Under the reviseii rules the master of ceremonies 
announced that the spurs could not be used above the 
collar-bone, and, after agreeing to act as referee, he 
notitied the champions that it was time to begin. 

It was then hbalf-past ten, aud the silence that at once 
ensued upon this announcement was thick ecpouzh to 
make a ceiling for a thatch cottage. 

Ab Moy Loy had his back toward Wylie avenuc, 
while Wun Lee toox up a position abuiting upon 
Hariscrabble. Both bent their bodies until they were 
in acrcuching position, and then they began moving 
toward each other with the sinewy, sliding steps of 
human panthers, 

Both incessantly twirled their barbed pigtails, and 
the swish of the cruel wire as it cut through the air 
made the blood of the wiite men run cold. 

They circied around each other for many minutes 
before either got within striking cistance of the other. 
Then suddenly Lee bounded toward Lov and spua his 
queue about his enemy’s head, turning bis back upon 
him as be delivered the blow. At the same instant 
th2re was a howl of rage and pain from Loy, and 
close observers noticed that a piece from the left side 
ot his nuse spun up against the ceiling as Lee’s queuc 
whirled away from his face, but the latter, though he 
never winced, did not get away without receiving a 
counter slash that »celed the skin trom hi3 foreheai 
across its entire breadth just over the eye3,as neatly 
as it could have been done by an apple-parer. The 

referee decided that that blow enJjed the first round, 
and the fighters were at once seized by their seconcs, 
who busied themselves in rovering the wounds with 
a peculiar yellow plaster, said to have grea: curat:ve 
qualities. 

There was arest of ten minutes, and in the discus- 
sion whivh covered the interval the knowing o'd 
Celestial sports agreei that the fight had not upto 

that time developed any particilar superiority in 

either champion. It was conceded that Lee swung a 

very wicked pigtail, but Loy was said to be a very 

bad man with the spurs in a clinch. 
When time was called for the second round the men 


* bet Loy that he would finisu him in the next round, 


Tle spectators were s.lent as death almost, and the 
heavy breathing of the athletes as the wire-shod queues 
swished the flesh from their bedies, and the bigod 
spurted from tiueir wounds, could be heard all over 
the room. ‘They rested brietly, and then warily began 
azain to approach each other. In the center ot the 
niatiorm they came within -striking distance, when, 
lixe a flash, Loy sprang at Lee. The queue of the latter 
swirled around his neck, the blood following it with a 
gush, but Loy wa3 not to be denied, and, closing, the 
men wrestled savagely for a momeat, and then {ell 
side by side on the platform. In the full Lec had 
locked his right Jeg around the left limb of Loy, and 
so fora moment neither could usethe spur. As they 
writhed and twisted, the blood from their tresbly- 
made wound3 wa; sweared Over the stage and over 
their boiies, until bota Jooked as ifsome one.bad been 
painting them red. In one of the contoriiou3 Lee's 
lock was broken, and on the instant Loy began tu ply 
his spur with the utmost vigor. Quicker than one 
could count he had driven it into Lee in a dozen 
place3, making one particilarly bad wound in the 
region of the groin. Lee took bis punish:nent lize a 
Stoic, meanwhile pegging away mernily on his own 
account, and succceded ip punching nearly as many 
holes in Loy as the latter had made in him, Suddenly 
there was a cry from the madly figiting heap, andail 
the seconds, tbe umpires and the releree pounced on 
the pair and Gragged them apart. Lee had broken his 
spur against the suiz-doue of Loy, and it was necessary 
to call the rourd a draw, and retire Lee until bisarma- 
nent could be replaced. 

While Lee was being shod with a fresh spur the in- 
terval was embrace. by the master of ccremonies to 
have the blood-siained platform washed of, but some 
of the pools Icft marks that were proof against soap 
and water. It was the gencral opinion of tne crowd 
tuat Loy had been overmatched, as Lee seemed able 
to outdgit him at all points. Mewas uncoubdtedly 
his superior inthe use of the queue, and Loy’s body 
gave numerous proofs that he was no slouch with the 
spur. Indeed, Loy was almost as perfectly perforated 
as & purou; plaster, and when each of his wounds had 
been covered wiih a piece ut ycllow medicine paper 
the effect was Ucc:ded'y picturesque, not to say thrill- 
ing, waen taken in connection with the circular band 
around his throat and the oblung patch along his nose. 
When Lee’s umpire brought hinr back his bright 
new spur sLkone forth wickedly from his right large 
toe, and he was as active as a kitten. Ile wantcd to 


but that sa.1 Celestia] intimated that he was not bet- 
ting anything just thea. The fat master of ceremc- 
nies called time, and the fightcrs rose in their corners 
for the third round. 

They rose, it has been said, but it was evident that 
Loy would bave preterred to have extended his rest 
indefinitely. Lee,on the other hand, capered about 
like a dancing-master, but there was mischict in his 
eyes. Loy watched him sullenly, contining his atten 
tion to movements that would keep him out of the 





way. But Lee had come there for business, and be 
wa3 not disposed to put up with any foolishness. He 
danced up to Loy, tatsing a spitcful slap along the jaw 
a3 be approached quite as a matter of course, and rc- 
sponied to it by a reguiar tattvoon Loy’s head, face, 
breast and neck. IIc had snortened his queue to bal 
arm fizhiing measure, and he worked it with the reg- 
ularity of aclock motion and with the most tellinz 
citect. He was just flayiug Loy alive, avd getting oft 
iu the easiest Kind of a way. as bis antagonist scemeail 
to be dazed beyond his power to defend himself. 
Finally, with one swecping slash Lee ‘stripped the 
skin from Doy’s temple across toward his poll, taging 
ia the ear, acd splitting it as neatly asit could have 
been done with a lancet. That let Loy out. Hethrew 
up both hands, turned his back upon Leo and tooks 
header through the ropes into the midst of the auci- 
ence, where he Jay tor a moment bleeding and bellow- 
inzformercy. A few of bis friends picked him up 
and tosscd him into a vacant bunk, end Lee was for- 
mally declared the wizner of the fight, the champion- 
ship and the purse of $162.

How Prisoners Were Formerly Tortured in the 
.French h Galleys. 














ee de la Pcuve, who ser Served .torty years as an 
‘officer in a galicy, thus writes in 1713 of them: 

“Those who enter a gallc$ tor the Orst time are sur- 
prised tu see so many souls on board. There are, in 
fuct,in Europe an infinity of villages which co not 
contain so many inhabitants, Bu: that which causes 
stil! wore astonisbment is to find so many men in 80 
smallaspace, It 1s true that the greater part bhaye not 
the liverty to Ne down at full length. . Seven men are 
put on each bench ; that is, in a space of about four 
feet wide by ten 1n Icngth. At the prow are to be seen 
even thirty sailors, who have no other lodging-place 
than the plans d2i rambades, which are two spaces of 
two feet in length by cignteen wide. From stern to 
prow one can see nothing but beads. Tue captain and 
officers are hardly aay better lodged; thelr only 
refuge i3 the poop, which, considering its size, one Is 
tempted to compare witb tie tub of Diogenes. When 
the pitiless wind from Lybia, sweeping across the 


with a sack stuffed with wool, over which is thrown a 
sheepskin that descends to the foot-rest. The comite, 
that is, tbe maiter of the cbain-gang, stands at the 
stern, near the captain, to receive his orders. There 
are two sous-comites—one in the middle, the other at 
the prow. Each is armed with a whip, which is ap- 
plied to the naked bodies of the slaves. When the 
captain gives orders to weigh, the ¢omite gives the 
signal with a silver whistle that bangs from his neck. 
This signal is repeated by the sous-comifes, and imme- 
diately the slaves beat the water with their oars to- 
gether; you would say that the filly oars were but one. 
Imagine six men chained to a bench, naked as when 
they were born, on¢ foot on the rest, the other on the 
bencb In front, holding in their bands an car of enor- 
mous weight, stretching their bodies toward the stern © 
of the galley, their arms extended x0 as to push their 
oars above the backs of the rowers before tifém, who 
themselves take the same attitude. The oar belog 
{hus kdvanced they raise tbe end they bold so as to 
plunge the other in the sea; this done, they throw 
themselves back and fall on their seat, which bends 
beneath their weight. The galley slave thus rows 
sometimes ten, twelve, and even twenty hours in euc- 
cession without a single stop. On such occasions the 
comite would thrust a picce of bread soaked in wine 
into the mouths ofthe poor oarsmen to prevent their 
fainting. Then the captain would command the 
comite to redouble his blows. If one cf the poor 
wretches fel] exhausted over his oar, which frcquentiy 
happened, he was flogged until he was supposed to be 
dead, and then cast into the sea without ceremony.”

WILLIAM, ALIAS “SHANG” CLARK.

William Clark, familiariy known as “Shang” Clark, 
a celebrated Canadian cracksman, safe-blower, des- 
perado, and leader of gangs, was recently sentenced 10 
a term of twenty years’ imprisonment in the Michigan 
penitentiary. His crime was robbing a toll-gate on 

‘the outskirts of Bay City, Michigan, in company with 
two pals, who received siii!ar sentences. They bru- 
tally inflicted the most agonizing torture upon the 
poor woman, literally roasting the flesh oft her teet by 
means ofa burning lamp, in order to compe! a disclos- 
ure of the whereabouts of her worldly possessions. 
They succeeded finally in securiag their booty, of no 
great magnitude, but were eventually captured by the 
jnfurlated populace and after a short trial were con- 
signed to their justiy-merited descrts. 

“Sbang” was born in Toronto, Canada, and is a man 
about 6 feet in beight, of muscular build. weighing 
about 175 pounds, and apparently about forty-five 
years ofage. He wears in the dally walks of life, usu- 
ally, a long, heavy beard, anid is quite devoid of hair 
ou the cranium, otherwise bald-headed. He is 2 des- 
perate villain, quick to pull bis “gun” or a coppcr 
when his freedom isin jeopard;, and has been a ring- 
leader in all species of hazardous cnterprises. His as- 
sociates have embraced such characters as Matt. 
Carpenter, Billy Lawlor, Clush Donohue, Sam Lind- 
say and Johnny Whalen, all well-known Canadian 
cracksmen, who have serve! repcated terms at vari- 
ous prisons throughout the provinces, some of whom 
at present are still in Gurance. 

“Molly Matches’ and Jim Paves, two well-known 
crooks, the former of whom is now a convict in Jolict, 
Hil.. were long confederates under bis command and 
many robberies and other rascalities have been per- 
petrated by them.

A detective of Pinkerton’s Agency, arrested lately 
Josepb Killoran, alias “Joe Howard,” in Philadelphia 
tor being concerned in the robbery of the First Nation- 
al Bank, in Coldwater, Mich.,on Aug. J, 1883. Of the 
prisoner R. A. Pinkerton said: “Joseph Kiiloran is a 
New Yorker by birth, and comes of a gvod fumily. 
He inherited considerable property, but spent it in 
gambhng and riotous living. When his money was 
gone he joined a party of pickpockets. He afterward 
fell in with George Bliss,a noted bank burglar, who 
was the partner of Max Shinburne, at the time prob- 
ably the most cxpert safe burglar in the couniry. 
Joe Killoran was finally convicted forthe robbcry 
of the Waterford, N. Y., Bank, and wus sentenced to 
Auburn Prison. He cscaped from there in company 
with Jimmy Hope. who was concerned in the Man- 
battan Bank robbery, and was next xrrestcd in New 
York city with Miles, for the B.rr Bank barglarly of 
Barr, Vt. The Auourn Prison authorities being in- 
formed of his arrest, claimed him to be an escape! 
prisoner, and he was taken »ack to Audurn Prison to 
serve out the balance of his term of imprisonmcnt, 
which expired about two years uzo.”’ 

“Joe” Huwurd was concerned with “Jimmy” Hope, 
*Wuoster Sam ,” George Bliss and others in the rob- 
bery of the Beneficial Savirgs Fund, and Kensington 
Bank burglary at Philadelphia, which occurred about 
ten years ago. He wasalso concerned with *‘Jimmy” 
Hope, George Mason, Ike Marsh, alias “Big Ike,” 
“Tom” Curley and ‘Mike’? Welsh in the successtul 
robbery of the First National Bank at Wellsborough, 
Pa. Here the tamily were bound and gagzed, and the 
cashier madc to open his own safe, and the contents 
taken out. With Jimmy Hope ani two others he was 
concerned ip the attempted roosery of the First Na- 
tional Bank at Wilmington, Del. Four of the party, 
including Hope and Howard, were arrested and 
sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment each and or- 
dered to receive fifty lashes. Tie sentence was exe- 
cuted, but aftcr a few months’ imprisonment all hands 
succeeded in making their escape. Howard has also 
worked with Scott and Dunlap, of the Northampton 
Bank burglary: also with Sam Perris, Thomas Mc- 
Cormick, Johnny Love, and in tact with all the lead- 
ing professional bank burglars in the country. He has 
always maée tbis city his home. 

Since coming out aftef serving his last imprison- 
ment he bas quit burglary. and has deen working al- 
most entirely with bavk speak-thieves. He was 














trated the robbery for which he is at present arrested.
